 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 18

 (b) (1) A qualified film production entity may claim a credit against the 22 

State income tax for film production activities in the State in an amount equal to the 23 

amount stated in the final tax credit certificate approved by the Secretary for film 24 

production activities.

Secretary may not issue tax credit certificates for credit amounts in the aggregate 2
